NEW YORK, Aug. 28.—Having 

given away more than $350,000,000 
during his lifetime, Andrew Carnegie 
died leaving a fortune of between 
$25,000,900 and $30,000,000, accord- 
ing to his will which was filed for 
probate here today. It was his oft- 
repeated intention to die a poor 
man. 
The will disposes of $960,000 to 
public and charitable institutions and 
leaves annuities of approximately 
$300,000 to friends and relatives, in- 
cluding $10,000 each to former Pres- 
ident Taft and Premier Lioyd George 
of England, and $5000 each to Mrs. 
Theodore Rooseveit and Mrs. Thomas 
J. Preston (formerly Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland.) widows of former Presi- 
dents. 
Mrs. Carnegie, his widow, and his 
daughter, Margaret (Mrs. Roswell 
Miller,) were provided for during his 
lifetime. This is set forth in «a 
clause of the will, which reads: 

RELIES ON MOTHER LOVE. 
“Having years ago made provision 
for my wife beyond her desires and 
ample to enable her to provide for 
our beloved daughter, Margaret, and 
being unable to judge at present 
what provision for our daughter win 
best promote her happiness, I leave 
to her mother the duty of pro- 
viding for her as her mother deems 
A mother's love will be the 
best guidance.” 

The will leaves the rea! estate and 
all the works of art and household 
goods to Mrs. Carnegie. 

LARGE PUBLIC BEQUESTS. 
The fourth article, of the will con- 
tains a series of legacies to chari- 
table institutions, while the fifth 
article contains annuities to relatives 
and friends. The Carnegie Corpora- 
tion of New York is the residuary 
legatee. 

Public bequests include Cooper 
Union, New York, $660,000; Pitts- 
University, $200,000; relief 
fund of the Authors’. Club of New 
York, $200,000; Hampton Institute, 
Virginia, $300,600; Stevens Institute. 
Hoboken, N. J., $100,000; St. An- 
drews Society of New York, $100,- 
0. 


Sums ranging from $600 to $2000 
are willed to household servants, 
the amount depending upon length 
of service. 

Mr. Carnegie directed that should 
his wife survive him and should 
any bequests or directions of the 
will become ineffectual or invalid 
for any reason, his wife should re- 
ceive absolutely any such property. 
The will stipulates that each of 
the legacies is given on the express 
condition that the beneficiaries 
should not take part in any legal 
proceedings having for their object 
the defeat of any part of the docu- 
ment.

Indians Think Men in Planes 
Great Unknown Gods. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


SAN DIEGO, Aug. 28.—An ex- 
perience replete with hardships and 
dangers, considered by them to be as 
hazardous and thrilling as any war 
zone flying, was related here today 
by Maj. Theodore MacCauley and 
Capt. 8. 8. Eberle, North Island mili- 
tary aviators, on their return from 
an aerial trip into the trackless 
wastes of Lower California in search 
of Lieuts. Frederick Waterhouse and 
C. 8. Connolly, missing airmen who 
were finally found by Mexican sol- 
diers. 

Leaving North Isiand August 24, 
Maj. MacCauley and Capt. Eberle 
flew into Lower California attempt- 
ing to pick up the trail of the miss- 
ing aviators, While flying at an al- 
titude of 15,000 feet over the Pedro 
Martes Mountains they encountered 
a severe electrical storm, twice ran 
out of gasoline and only by sheer 
good fortune found supplies in 
isolated places and -finally ex- 
perienced the pangs of delirium 
brought on by thirst after tramping 
many miles over torrid derest 
sands. And compelled to give up 
their fight to find water they fell into 
a water hole at the base of the 

Mountains. 
SHOW HARDSHIPS. 

The two military aviators flew 
over a country which had never bo- 
fore been visited by an airplane and 
where a sudden stoppage of the 
motor unquestionably would have 
meant death. When they hopped 
out of their airplane here today their 
appearance indicated plainly the 
hardships which they had experi- 
enced. Although Maj. MacCauley 
and Capt. Eberle covered several 
hundred miles in their search for 
the missing airmen, they frequently 
picked up their trail from Indians 
when they landed in search of gas- 
oline and water. 

One of the two places where they 
replenished their fuel was at the 
Newton ranch, near Trinidad, and 
this was taken from a supply which 
had been left there by North Island 
soldiers who were searching for Maj. 
W. A. Roberston and Col. Harry 
Bishop in January, 1916. 

THINK AIRMEN GODS. 


While flying over the base of the 
Pedro Martez Mountains, Maj. Mac- 
Cauley and Capt. Eberle sighted a 
group of Indians. ese had never 
seen an airplane before and as the 
machine swooped down low the In- 
dians prostrated themselves on the 
ground and went through the mo- 
tions of praying. The airmen later 
learned that the Indians believed 
them to be some great unknown 
Gods. 


Althongh greatly fatigued from his 
strenuous trip Maj. MacCauley left 
North Island again late thie after- 
noon for Ojos Negros to inform a 
motor lorry detachment not to pro- 
ceed to Trinidad. This detachment 
left here August 24, to assist in the 
search for Lieuts. ‘Waterhouse and 
Connolly. 

No word has been received up to 
a late hour tonight by Col. Watson, 
commander of Rockwell Field, re- 
garding. the progress of the return 
trip from Lower California of 
Lieuts. Waterhouse and Connolly.

essary to find the origin of the newest rail- 
road troubles. In January, 1917, a Demo- 
cratic administration, for the first time in 
United States history, acquiesced in the 
principle of government by intimidation.

AT PAY OF RBAILROADERS. 

Recent demands and activities of the 
railroad brotherhoods have served to call 
attention to the hours of employment of 
these men, the wages they. receive and the 
conditions under which they labor. The 
responsible positions which they occupy 
call for intelligent and trained men; but 
all this does not necessitate making of 
them a class apart from others who toil, 
giving them the power of life and death | 
over industry and paying them wages which 
are not justified by the nature of their em- 
ployment. 

Officials of the railroad brotherhoods are 
demanding of Congress that the govern- 
ment shall purchase the steam roads and 
turn them over for operation to a commit- 
tee which would be dominated by them. 
If Congress shall decline they have an- 
nounced in advance that there will be trou- 
ble. Some of their spokesmen have gone 
so far as to say that the Plumb plan will 
be accepted by Congress or the railroad 
systems of the country will cease to func- 
tion, not temporarily, but forever. 

Those conversant wit the situation say 
that the brotherhood officials have not er- 
pected that Congress would enact the leg- 
islation which they demand, that the Plumb 
bill was presented in order that the 2,000,- 
000 railway employees of the country might 
be welded by the expectation of great ad- 
Vantage into an organization that would 
follow blindly wherever the general officers 
led. But it appears that the members of 
the rank and file became convinced that 
they could coerce the government into 
granting anything which they asked: that 
they held the industry of the country in 
their grasp and that the vast power they 
wielded would enable them to dictate to. 
the Federal government itself. This ex- 
planation is given for the strike of the 
members of the western brotherhoods, seek- 
ing to coerce an industry outside the juris- 
diction of the Federal Railway Administra- 
tion to grant outrageous demands made by 
its striking employees. 2

LICE DESERVE MORE PAY. 

He would indeed be a niggardly tax- 
payer who would oppose the comparatively 
small increases in pay asked by the mem- 
bers of the Los Angeles police department. 
It is to be hoped that the City Council will 
be able to grant the request of the men 
who guard the city. In view of the high 
cost of living the men are entitled to more 
than they are now receiving. Moreover, 
by increasing the pay Chief Home will be 
able to retain the services of competent 
officers whom he otherwise is in danger of 
loging.

| MISUNDERSTANDINGS ON MEXICO. |

N CONSIDERING Mexican affairs there are three all-important points 
which should be kept constantly in mind, and upon which no American 
should allow himself to be misled. if these are understood the feel 
ings of patriotic Americans who have mistakenly opposed all action ag to 
Mexico will undergo radical change. N 
First, there is the absolute honesty of American investments in and 
dealings with Mexico. Let the American people thoroughly understand this; 
let them know that there have been no concessions to Americans dy cor 
rupt officials, no robbery by them of Mexicans; but. on the contrary, & 
development of the country during the Diaz regime that gave Mexicans 
their very first opportunity to rise from semibarbarism, slavery and misery, 
and that such development and uplifting could have come in no other pos- 
sible way. Let Americans know tha. the properties of their conatrymen 
in Mexico were acquired by honest purchase at a fair price from Mexican 
owners whose titles ran back even to Spanish colonial times, and not by. 
officia] grants or concessions, corfupt or otherwise. 


MISTRANSLATIONS DO HARM. * 


Mistranslation of Mexican legal terms has done much harm. English 
and Spanish have so many words of almost identical spelling and sound 
and of similar, but not quite identical meaning, that it has been easy for 
persons possessed, no doubt, of fuency in both languages, but of little power 
of discrimination or depth of learning to make translations which have 
become generally accepted, used and understood by Americans resident 
in Mexico or in personal touch with Mexican customs, but entirely mis- 
leading to the mass of their countrymen who know nothing of Spanish, of 
Mexican legal terms, Mexican law or customs. 

“Concesion” is a legal term used in all Spanish-speaking. countries. 
Insert one letter and you have the English word “concession,” by which |. 
term English-speaking people generally understand @ grant by official 
authority to private capital of land, money or natura! resources, or of some 
exclusive privilege—st.ch as, for instance, the exclusive right granted some 
years ago by the Shah of Persia to the Anglo-Persian Of] Company to pros- 
pect for and develop oil throughout the entire southern half of Persia; 
the exclusive oll rights given by the British colonial government of Burmah 
to a Scotch company which has been operating there for some years; the 
recent unsuccessful application of British-Dutoh interests for exclusive oll 
rights in Northwestern Canada, or the huge Spanish and Mexican land 
grants of early days covering a large part of California, New Mexico, 
Arizona and Colorado. 

Americans look with extreme disfavor upon all concessions. To use 
the word in connaction with Mexican enterprises instantly arouses & 
prejudice extremely difficult: to overcome. 


“CONCESION” NOT CONCESSION, 


As & Spanish or Mexican legal term “concesion” has no less 
meanings, generally quite distinct. Correct translation in each 
pends upon a knowledge of more than what can be found in an 
Spanish dictionary. There is no one word in Bnglish which 
invariably used to translate with absolute accuracy the Mexican legal term 
“concesion.” “Franchise” comes nearest to being a correct translation of 
all the meanings of “concesion.” * 

“Concesion” may be, and sometimes is, the equivalent of the | 
“concession,” but very seldom indeed have the “concesiones” given Amert- 
cans in Mexico been such as should properly be thus described. > 

A Mexican “concesion” is the equivalent of an American “franchise 
of the kind which raftroads and all public utilities must obtain in all 
countries in order to do business. It defines the rights and obligations of 
the builders and owners, and may or may — 
from or payments to the public treasury. ‘a me 
and operated railroads in Mexico required them to carry the mails free of 
charge, gave the government the right to acquire them free of all incum- 
brances after ninety-nine years, provided for government representation on 
each board of directors: required the companies to submit to official dicta- 
tion as to many details of operations, such as tariffs, time tables, accom- 
moda tions to be provided, inspection of all equipment,.etc.; made it | 
compulsory for them to employ Mexicans to the number of at least 50 per 
cent. of their help, and imposed numerous legal restraints upon their work- 
ing. To the Mexican Central, the second railroad built in Mexico, extending 
from El Paso to Mexico City, with numerous branches reaching both the 
Pacific and the Mexican Gulf, a subsidy of $9000 per mile was paid. When 
the line was built in the early '$0’s, during the Gonzales (not Diaz) admin- 
istration, Mexico was just emerging from a career of revolution and near 
anarchy extending back to the beginning of national independence from 
Spain, and the future was extremely uncertain. The road ran largely through 
a desert, most of which is still largely undeveloped, and crossed high and 
dificult movntain . 

In the wake of all railroad building there followed the establishment 
of numerous industries which gave the Mexican people their first chance 
for remunerative employment. Wages paid to Mexican railroad. workers 
were several times higher than any paid before they were bulk.

American miners acquired their Mexican properties either by purchase 
of old mines, many of them antiguas operated in colonial times and 
abandoned by the Spaniards because of the exhaustion of the high-grade 
ore which alone could be worked by the crude methods of bygone cen- 
turies, or discovery and “denouncement” of new mineral deposits, and not 
by concessions of any kind. For old mines they paid cash to owners whose 
titles ran back for generations, sometimes antedating the first white settie- 
ments in the United States. They spent fortunes equipping these properties 
with modern machinery, quite beyond the ability of their former owners to 
install, and they gave employment to thousands of Mexican miners at 
better wages than they ever earned before. 

Careless or ignorant translation of the verb “denunciar” as “to de 
nounce” and “denunciamiento” as denouncement, gives Pnglish-«peaking 
people not familiar with Mexico a false idea of the method of acquiring 
many Mexican mining properties. Used as a legal term “denunciar” means 
simply to file at the officia] mining agency of the district im which it is 


located, a notice of a discovery of mineral, and of the intention to claim 


and operate it in accordance with the requirements of the statutes. 


PETROLEUM LAW OF MEXICO, 


By the petroleum law of 1884, enacted by the Mexican National Con- 
gress under Gonzales, not under Diaz, the title to all deposits of ofl and 
gas was expressly invested for all time in the owners of the land. The 
constitutionality of this statute been upheld by every Mexican lawyer 
of repute. It was not sought by &ny American interest. After his retire- 
ment from office President Gonzales died in poverty and no one ever accused 
him of having received any money for his signature to the petroleum act. 

Relying upon the provisions of the Petroleum Act of 1884, years after 
its enactment, E. I. Doheny, the late C. A. Canfield, C. E. Harword, Dr. 
Norman Bridge and others of Los Angeles went intc the Tampico. region, 
a tropical jungle at that time, largely inaccessible, and convinced by 
geological indications that there was reasonable hope of getting oil, they 
bought for cash the titles in fee to or leased oil fights on immense areas 
of land owned by Mexican ranchers and capitalists, who were generally 
shrewd business men, who drove hard bargains and obtained the full 
value of their lands as they were at that time. 
Petroleum Company, the Americans spent millions in money and years; of 
time developing oil, in which industry they were pioneers in Mexico. 

Other American, British and Dutch oil interests have since bought or 
leased lands from private owners—all Mexi „some of whose titles ante- 
date the landing of the Pilgrims at Plymouth. The only oil “concession” 
given by Diaz covered lands on the Isthmus of Tehuantepec and was given 
to Lord Cowdray. It is now held by the Mexican Eagle Of] Company. But 
limited production was obtained from the concession and the company ji 
entered the Tampico region by purchase or lease of private lands on identi- 
cal terms with the American companies, and its big ofl production comes 
from these private lands. The Mexican Eagle's operations have heen of 
tremendons benefit to Mexicp, and like the American companies, it is ſust- 
ly entitled to every consideration and to protection for its property. With-

Supreme Court Determines 
Legatee’s Legitimacy. 
Tangled Case of McNamara’s 
Offspring Cleared. 


Curious Conclusions in One 
Dissenting Opinion. ‘ 


— — — 


An opinion that goes far to es- 
tablish the legitimacy of children 
was handed down yesterday by the 
State Supreme Court. 

The issue arose in the distribu- 

tion of the estate of John A. Me- 
Namara, in an action brought by his 
adopted son, John Hamilton Me- 
Namara, on the appeal of Mary J. 
and Margaret J. McNamara, sisters 
of John A. McNamara, from « judg- 
ment of the local Superior Court 
allowing the petition of John Ham- 
Uton McNamara, for a partial dis- 
tribution of the estate of john A. 
McNamara. 
John A. McNamara died May 10, 
1916, unmarried and without a 
valid will, in the petition asking 
for a partial distribution of the es- 
tate of his foster father, the son, 
John Hamilton McNamara, alleged 
that he was an illegitimate son of 
the decedent, but that he had been 
legitimatized by adoption.

Government Plea for Voiding of the , 


Patents to Vast 


After Years of Litigation. 


Area is Denied 


< Right of the Southern Pacific Railway Company to nearly 
200,000 acres of the richest oil lands in California and of other 
defendants to opulent areas, the whole worth some $500,000,000, 
is confirmed in an epoch-making opinion delivered yesterday by 
Federal Judge Bledsoe. The bill of the United States against the 
railroad company and others, put forward in an attempt to void 
patents to the oil lands on the ground of fraud, was ordered 


Exceptions were taken to the 


judgment by the government. repre- 
sented by Assistant United States 
District Attorney Palmer, Charles 
Lewers of San Francisco appearing 


for a number of the defendants and 


the Southern Pacific Railroad in 
particular, announced he would 
have the decree ready for the signa- 
ture of the court this morning. 
The issue will be appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court. 
MANY DEFENDANTS. 


The case decided by Judge Bled- 
soe was a consolidation of six pend- 
ing cases, involving substantially 
the same territory and similar is- 
sues. 

Other defendants, besides the

Coalinga to the Sunset field. 

The value of the land has been 
set at figures ranging from 868. 
009,000 to $500,000,000, this last es- 
timate being made by of the 
Interior Department. 

It ia estimated that of the original 
selections, the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company still owns and con- 
trols 80 per cent. of the land in-

The 
doctrine of laches was vigorously 
pressed, but the crux of the charge 
was fraud, alleged on the part of 
the company in selection of the land, 
and about this the battle has, raged 
during the past seven years, in one 
court and another.
